By establishing a stand­ 
ard of quality for California products a 
good reputation may be built up and 
a premium obtained everywhere in the 
open market. Quality counts and the 
consumer soon recognizes that fact.

Heav y Deman d fo r Silv er 


If the purchase la st week of 800,000 ounces of sil­ 
ver in New York, for ex port, is any indication, it 
is quite probable that if the European war is of 
long duration there will be a heavy demand for the 
white metal and that the silver miners may be 
justified in the ex pectation of a good market before 
long. 
The following special telegram from Wash­ 
ington is rather significant and of interest to the 
West: 
“ An outgoing movement of silver 
has 
started 
which leads the treasury department, to hope for 
and to ex pect a marked stimulus in the silver mar­ 
ket as a result of the war in Europe. 
Director 
Roberts of the mint, says that 800,000 ounces of 
silver left New York on ships bound for England. 
This is Uie first movement of silver to Europe since 
the war began. 
Roberts declined to give the name 
of the shippers who are sending this silver abroad 
consigned to themselves and at their own risk. He 
said it has not yet been sold, but of course they 
ex pect to sell it at handsome profit when it reaches 
England. 
The Denver mint will get 500,000 ounces 
of the 1,175,000 ounces of silver which the govern­ 
ment recently ordered purchased,” said Roberts. San 
Francisco, Philadelphia and New York will get the 
remainder.”

W hen the U tah H ankers, A ssociation held its a n­ 
nual m eeting at Price, E zra T. Stevenson, E xchange 
T eller of the D esert N ational B ank of S alt L ake 
City , one of the oldest institutions in th e M orm on 
capital, delivered an ad d ress on the topic of "Effi­ 
ciency as a B ank A sset.” 
H e spoke in p art as fol­ 
low s: 
"N ot only is it required th a t the em ploy ee in the 
bank he able to add up a colum n of figures to figure 
interest, and to do those th ing s as accurately as 
possible, but also th ere is a personality req uired — 
to know how to m eet people, to know w hat to say 
to the m an who coines to the window, and to th e 
lady who ap p ears th ere to tra nsa c t business. 
Som e­ 
tim es they know just w hat they w ant to do; som e­ 
tim es they have a very hazy idea of it. 
And the 
assistance th at the em ploy ee—the m an who is a t 
the window w aiting upon th a t custom er— m ay be, too, 
the custom er is of m uch im portance—to know just 
w hat to say , how to say it, to say enough and y et 
not too much. 
A ccuracy is necessary , but personality , 
too, 
is 
necessary . 
Adding to thp efficiency of the em ploy ee, 
phy sical efficiency is an im p ortant factor. 
The ro­ 
bust m an is easily m ore able to care for his m ental 
work th an he who is deficient in th at qualification. 
It is w orth w hile th a t we think of our recreation 
in a proper way and at a proper tim e. 
It is very 
pleasing to note th a t usually in the w orking organiza­ 
tion of the bank hours arc such th a t we m ay get 
aw ay . 
It is not well th at a m an work late night 
a fte r night, for no m an can do efficient work and fol­ 
low th a t practice. 
T rue, th ere are tim es w hen it is 
necessary tor us to add hours to our regular day , 
but who should m ind th at? 
It is the w ork of the 
institution 
whose inte rest is ours which necessi­ 
tate s th a t we m ust cheerfully , and we do cheerfully , 
give those hours; but to do th a t day afte r day and 
late into the night will deplete efficiency . 
T he organization of the w orking forces m ust be 
thought out, too; and those conditions which arise 
and cause friction should be carefully noted by the 
em ploy ee him self. 
T here are tim es, it is true, w hen 


m atters arise th a t are not alw ay s pleasant, but the 
d uty of th e em ploy ee is to th ink th at out, w ork 
th a t out, too, and be cheerful under 
all 
circum ­ 
stances, as well behind th e cage as before it. 
The bank naturally gives ch ara cte r to the em ­ 
ploy ee; at lea st it lends c h a ra c te r to the em ploy ee; 
but does not th e em ploy ee give ch aracter to the 
bank? 
T he m an who is know n to be upright, to 
be straig h tforw ard , to be intelligent, outside of his 
w orking hours, is a m an w ho will be respected d ur­ 
ing his w orking hours—a m an w ho will have the 
confidence of those who com e to see him —and if 
he lends c h a ra c te r to his w ork is he not an a sset 
to the bank? 
T he purpose of our w ork should be, 
and the p urp ose th a t is filled by the A m erican In­ 
stitute of B anking is, along th ese lines. 
It gives an 
em ploy ee th e thought th a t lie m ust be w orth wrhile, 
th a t his life is w orth w hile, th a t th ere are m any 
th ing s th a t lie m ust know in ord er to be efficient, 
th a t th ere a re m any th ing s th a t he should know in 
ord er to be happy . 
O ur aim Is along these lines 
and our w ork is along th ese lines. 
W hile upon my feet I would like to call attention 
to one or tw o item s th a t will be of p articular in­ 
te re st to those of our fellow ,w orkers. our hanking 
brothers, who are m ore or less scattered in different 
p a rts of th e state, and w ho are not as fortunate 
as we a re in Salt L ake and O gden and som e other 
places, w here th ere are a num ber of us who can get 
tog eth er and w ork up a congenial and fellow' w orking 
spirit. 
T he question cam e up y esterday w hen we 
w ere com ing up 
01 1 th e tra in as to the possibility 
of th ree or four in one tow n w ho are anxious to 
take iif) the institute w ork; and 1 would like to call 
attention, to th e article in th e la st num ber of the 
B ankers’ Journal w ith reference to institute work. 
It gives considerable along th a t line which I need 
not m ention here. 
B ut I will call attention to the 
fact th at th e re is a c h ap ter organized for corre­ 
spondence w ork, so th a t any m an who 
is aw ay from 
his fellow s can g et the benefit of the work just the 
sam e as th ose w ho are m ore centrally located; and 
w here th e tow ns are ne a r together, 1 would sug­ 
gest. too, th a t a m eeting m ight be held occasionally 
to bring them together.
